President Whiffen of Southern City's 


Council Would Increase Tax 


on Saloons 


, RESIDED WHIFTEN of the City Comvd! of Los Angeles 


made the following statement for THE OAKLAND TRIB- 
UNE regarding the saloon question in Los Angeles: 
"You can tell the people of Oakland for me that so far as 


I am concerned, I am not satisfied with the present liquor license 
ordinance of the city of Los Angeles. This ordinance •nas passed 
and became a law when Los Angeles was practically one-quarter 
the^size of its present population and limits. Since the passage 
of the ordinance the licenses held by saloonmen here have greatly 
increased in value. Only recently a saloon license held by a sa- 
loonman in this city sold for the sum of $40,000. Now if the sa- 
loon licenses are as valuable as that in the citj of Los Angeles, 
it is apparent that the liquor men should pay a higher license. 


LICENSES ARE VALUABLE. 


"I consider that every saloon acense held by a saloonman in 


the city of Los Angeles is four times more valuable now than it 
was at the time it was originally granted. That being the case, 
it seems to ine that the city of Los Angeles should receive at least 
twice as much revenue in the way of licenses as it is receiving at 
present. 


"The city of Los Angeles needs more money. We are now only 


receiving S100 per month for each saloon, and, in my opinion, this 
license should be increased at once to S2flO t»er month, trnj«; mak- 
ing each, saloon in the citj of Los Angeles pa> an annual tax of 
§2400 instead of $1200. Our license ordinance in a general way 
works very well, and I think the people of this city are well sat- 
isfied with the regulation of the saloons. The only objection I j 
make to it at the present time is the low license tax. I propose to 
take this matter up in the council and see if we cannot amend 
the ordinance increasing the license from $100 to §200 per month. 


WILL BE GOOD FOR OAKLAND. 


"I "believe the city of Oakland will find that it will be to its 


advantage to regulate its saloon business and reduce the number 
of saloons from 400 to 200. It will certainly find out that thei 
city will in no way be injured by such 2 course. Los Angeles was 
not hurt by making the change; quite to the contrary. We have 
progressed under this new liquor ordinance and have a greater 
and better city as a result."

—to diminish vice and the opportunities 
and facilities for the vicious to prey upon 
the frailties and weaKnesses of others. 
Survival of the fittest should govern the 
selection of the persons to whom licenses 
shall be granted — with this modifica- 
tion : That no locality in the city shall be 
burdened with too many saloons. In re- 
fusing to license saloons in the residence 
districts, there is no room for selection— 
all must be excluded. Naturally appeals 
will be made to allow saloons now exist- 
ing to continue business, but there should 
be no exceptions in enforcing a whole- 
some rule. 


The object of this reform is econo- 


mic as well as moral results. Too many 
saloons are an obstacle to physical as 
well as moral improvement. Legitimate

undesirable and disreputable half of the 
saloons now in existence will be accom- 
panied by some individual hardships 
taxing the courage and sympathy of the 
Commissioners. There will be charges 
of unfairness and assertions that spite 
and favoritism are maKing fish of some 
and flesh of others.

We simply say, here is a condition ob- 
noxious to moral sentiment and injuri- 
ous to the material g'rowth of the city- 
apply a remedy. The remedy suggested is 
both rational and effective. It does not 
go far enough for some and goes too far 
for others. But it is a measure of prac- 
tical reform on which all who desire to 
better social and moral conditions in 
this city can unite. In our opinion it does 
not go too far in any direction, and put- 
ting it in operation will interpose no ob- 
stacle to more drastic remedies should 
they become necessary in the future. It 
is not presented as a solution of the prob- 
lem of intemperance, but as a practical 
method of minimizing certain evils and 
restricting the retail liquor traffic in a 
way to bring' it under effective control 
and limit the disorders which it occas- 
ions.

When is a law a law? Can formal attestation make a valid 


statute of a bill which never passed the Legislature? This ques- 
tion is under consideration because the Governor signed the 
juvenile court bill by mistake. Through some blunder or mis- 
carriage a bill which was rejected was engrossed and sent to the 
Governor in place of the bill that was really passed. The spu- 
rious law was attested in proper form by the officials of the two 
houses and reached the Governor's office in the regular manner 
prescribed by the constitution. It now appears that the bill the 
Legislature passed got lost in the shuffle and that a bill which 
did not receive the approval of the two houses was officially 
certified to the executive as the measure that passed. 


If we are correctly informed, it is not claimed that the bill 


which received the Governor's signature is the one passed by the 
Legislature. The point is, that it has all the formal attestations 
of genuineness required by the constitution. 


Can parole proof be accepted to prove that the bill never 


actuallv nas^pd and that- it wa<s tranamiHeH tn fhA n«w»rnnr 
under the seal of genuineness by mistake? It is a nice question 
to determine because to open laws to this form of attack will be 
to bring the proceedings of the Legislature under judicial review 
every time any one may choose to dispute the validity of a law 
on the ground that there was some informality in passing it 
through either house. The officials of both houses attest to the 
regularity of the proceedings in their respective bodies and that 
is supposed to end the matter. Otherwise there wouM be no end 


I What would be the result if litigants were permitted to go be- 
'hind the attestation of the Legislative offices and inquire if a 
quorum was present when a particular bill was passed or whether 
| all the votes recorded to make up a constitutional majority were 
actually cast or that the attestation was faulty in any particular?

So the juvenile court law raises a very delicate and intricate 


question. The facts of the case are so plain that the conse- 
quences of applying a remedy are given little thought. Superior 
Judge Post of Sacramento says he will not recognize the spurious 
statute as law until it has been judicially declared valid—that is, 
till the Supreme Court has passed upon it. But is it wise to 
ask the courts to inquire into the validity or regularity of pro- 
ceedings in Legislative bodies?
